Torres retired in 1958 after 3 years as a beater 

at International Paper Co. and during most of that time he 

was the unpaid chief operating and maintenance engineer 

of Moss Point's early fire engines. He is still a member of 

the Volunteer Fire Company, and recalls having tinkered with 

=~ the first horse-drawn pumper, and some better equipment 

; - that followed until the company became professionalized 
* and modern. 

= _* Torres’ father and brothers were members of Moss Point's

cut from virgin pines growing on lands drained by the Pas- 
cagoula River, 


These were the smaller tugs that rarely chuffed out of the 
Escatawpa River and upstream on the Pascagoula. Larger 
and more powerful tugs met incoming schooners at Horn 
Isiand Pass and moored them at sawmill docks or left them 
at anchor in Middle Fleet south of the island. They also towed 
lumber-laden barges to the fleet (there have been as many 
"88 30 anchored there) in the early decades of this century 
and to ships docked at Gulfport. This latter irritated compilers 
of Pascagoula Port statistics because the export tonnage was 
credited to Gulfport and not te the Port of Pascagoula. 


"_ Antonio Torres, the paternal head of the Torres family, 
‘was a hative of Spain. After graduating from the University 
of Barcelona, be emigrated to this country, living for a while 
in New York and then New Orleans, where 10 years later 
he married the former Isabel Gavinge in 1870. The family 
maved to Moss Paint and lived in a house facing Torres Street 
and running back to Denny Lake where the children grew 
4p. Capt. Torres was master of the tugs Albert B., Gladys, 
and others. 


In time the three girls married and moved away, but five 
of the boys fallowed their father on the river. Tony, the eldest, 
was longtime master of the seagoing tugs Laura and Bessie 
H. Louis was engineer on the Eva; Joseph was on the Laura 
< and Kimball, also sea-going, us engineer; John and Miguel 
had similar jobs on the big Eran Dantzler and the smaller 
Rosalie, The latter was primarily a river tug, owned by 
Capt. W, P. Dailey, onetime a city alderman. 


The emailer tugs which shunted schooners and lumber 
barges around the river and brought down logs, usually tied 
upat wharves stretching from the site of Moss Point's present 
city hall to the curve of the road opposite the Old Robinson 
mill site. The seagoing tugs usually tled up at Dantzler's mill 
3 ‘or more often in Scranton, Captains of these powerful boats 
* ‘somehow knew when a steamer or schooner would appear

* When the sawmill industry began towaneanddiesel-pawered 
tugs operated ports, some of the Torres men were on board 
as officers. At least two signed up on cargo steamers. Joseph 
was an engineer on a tanker that evaded submarine patrols 
during World War U0, Miguel, the last to dis, was captain 
on a Mississippi River passenger ferry boat. 

‘The river tugs carried a crew of three — captain, engineer 
and a fireman. The latter, usually a black man, doubled as 
a deck hand, and the more experienced could stand watch 
In the engine room, whenever the engineer wanted to snooze 
on the fantail during the slow towing of rafted logs. Foremen 


i 


always reported early to get up steam for the tug to shove — 


off for the day which usually ended In the afternoon. 

‘The big seagoing tugs carried a larger crew including a 
mate and a second engineer for their frequent intercoastal 
voyages. Officers’ quarters were on the second deck behind 
the pilot house, and firemen and deck hands remained below, 
‘There was a galley, equipped with a Shipmate stove of pleas- 
ant memory, on which a cook prepared filling and tasty meals, 
Torres was told by his brothers. 

Vincent recalled other members of the tug boat fraternity 
who were identified with river and community life when Moss 
Point knew the whine of more than a dozen sawmills and 
planing mills and was the center of lumber manufacturing 
and exporting of states of the Gulf. There were Capt. Henry 
Coulson of the Victor, and his brother Tucker, engineer on 
the Pic. Tucker later boarded a seagoing cargo freighter as 
chief engineer. Also the Martin brothers, Henry and Douglas, 
and the Angelos, Joe and George, who were tugboat engineers 
and members of the Angelo family which built schooners and

Moss Point, and an old fire 
alarm bell kept at the fire 
station have a lot in common 
— they both have been around 
when a lot of Jackson County 
history was made. 

“Mr. Vee Cee,” as he is 
know, has kept up with the 
modern innovations of his avo- 
cation since starting with the 
volunteer department some 55 
years ago. But ‘the old bell has 
bee supplanted by a midget 
counterpart inside a kitchen 
telephone, 

Mr. Vee Cee’s term of serv- 
{ce with the department dates 
back to 1910 when the first 
fire - fighting crew was organ- 
ized in the city. 


In those days, buckets and. 


hand pumps comprised the 
Jarge part of the department’s 
fire fighting equipment. Through 
private subscription, _ donations 
from merchants, suppers and 
baseball games the firemen 
raised enough money to pur- 
chase a horse drawn pumper 
and several hundred feet of fire 
hose, 

They had no horses, but had 
to borrow teams from various 
citizens who kept their animals 
stabled near city hall where 
the pumper was kept. Some- 
times someone hitched the pum- 
per to a car and pulled it to a 
fire. 

After: several years of hae: 
ball games, donations and sup- 
pers, however, the department 
was able to purchase mechan- 
ical power for transportation. 

In 1914 Moss Point became 
the second city: on the gulf 


coast (and perhaps in. South|:: 


Mississippi) to own a motoriz- 
ed fire - fighting unit. Gulfport 
had acquired a motor unit’ a 
year or two earlier. . 
That was the year the depart- 
ment acquired the alarm bell. 
There is still some: confusion 
: as to how the department got the 
bell. Some: citizens laughingly 
' say it was stolen from a church. 
‘ Others think the city:fathers 
purchased the bell from a dis- 
gruntled deacon who wanted 
to recover his money’he had 
donated to the congregation, but 
' Mr. Vee Cee, who should 
know, says the bell is a dona- 
: tion from.a member of the 
Ehlers family..of Escatawpa: 
The bell’ was first purchased

The system continues to ring 
the home phone of the fireman 
until it is answered, then the 
tape recorder speaks the mes- 
sage, giving location of the fire, 
type of blaze, and other neces- 
sary directions. If a suscriber’s 
phone is in use, the phone sets 
up such a racket that the user 
would hang up the instrument 
even if he did not know what 
the signal meant. 

This is just one of the moder- 
nizing steps taken by the vol- 
unteer firemen of Moss Point 
to keep the department up to 
date.
